DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. This action is responsive to an amendment filed 12/1 1/03. Claims 1-37 are pending. 
Claims 1-2 and 25-26 are amended. The objections to the drawings are hereby withdrawn in light 
of the amendment to the specification. The 35 USC 112 rejections of claims 16-24 are 
withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Amendment B, filed 12/1 1/03, with respect to Claims 1, 16 
and 25 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 103 rejection has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-37 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

Claims 1,16 and 25 are allowable over the prior art because the Examiner found 
neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found motivation to 
combine any of the prior art that teaches a method of storing program material for 
subsequent replay wherein encrypted access control information and encrypted program 
material are received, the access control information including the first encryption key 
that is subsequently encrypted according a second key, encrypted again according to a

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third key and stored along with the encrypted program material which is also encrypted 
with the second key prior to storage.
